M’CARTHY’S WAR RECORD 


It seems unbelievable that there should be a nation­ 
wide systematic “smear” of an American war-hero be­ 
cause he has been trying to throw pro-Communists out 
of cushy jobs in the United States Government, where 
important military secrets pass daily through their hands. 
Yet that is a fact. 
The “smear” against Senator Joe McCarthy, Wis­ 
consin ex-Marine, surpasses anything ever before wit­ 
nessed. He has made his accusations against subversives 
on the basis of photostats, sworn testimony, affidavits, 
etc. These are unanswerable, so that to try to escape their 
impact, the Communist sympathizers have resorted to 
plain and fancy lying. 
Most recent episode concerns three radio speeches 
made by a nationally-known news analyst, frequently 
condemned by President Truman for alleged falsehoods, 
but this time dispersing his “smear” on the President's 
behalf. 
In broadcasts listened to by millions—the majority 
of whom, unfortunately .probably will never read the 
denials in the newspapers — the columnist charged in 
effect as follows: 
A. There is * “red card’’ opposite McCarthy's name in the 
Marine Ale, which keeps him from being called up for 
active duty. 
B. He left the Marine service in 1944 under m ysterious cir­ 
cum stances. 
C. His service in the M arines was com m onplace—to call him 
a "hero" is ridiculous. 
Because these untrue accusations are being widely 
discussed, and because the facts have been read into the 
Congressional Record by Senator Harry P. Cain, of Wash­ 
ington, this newspaper is glad to present the material 
which contradicts the aforesaid smear broadcasts. 
A. Th** card in the McCarthy tile (it isn’t red. incidentally) 
is the routine notation which the Marine Corps makes 
for all persons in their Reserve who are elected Con­ 
gressm en. and Senators. The card w as not placed 
there at Senator McCarthy's request, nor with 
his 
knowledge. (Source: Official letter from W. J. Scheyer, 
Brigadier (Jenera!. II. S. Marine Corps, Acting Director 
of Personnel.) 
B. Senator McCarthy left active duty with the Marines under 
the follow ing circum stances: in 1944, after an exten­ 
sive tour of combat duty, he was severely injured In 
the leg. T his wound uot healing satisfactorily, he w as 
returned to his home for medical treatm ent, and given 
a tem porary leave of absence to clean up som e of the 
Judicial work which had accum ulated w hile he was 
on duty (he had been re-elected circuit court judge in 
W isconsin w hile in service). Marine Corps practice 
was not to reassign personnel to foreign duty with less 
than six m onths duty in the LI. S. A. During his leave 
of absence he ran unsuccessfully for the U. 8. Senate; 
w as elected In 1946. 
C. Senator McCarthy account of his Marine Service, easily 
checked with official records, is as follow s: “ In June 
of 1942 applied for enlistm ent in Marine Corps as a 
buck private and w as later com m issioned; 
was a s­ 
signed to marine aviation as u ground officer, and 
later qualified as a tail gunner and had 17 official 
m issions in the South Pacific, participating in strikes 
over Rabaul, Kahili, Buka. Mundu, Uulalae and other 
Jap airfields; serving 20 months of active duty." It

was questioned. (Quotation from Congressional D irec­ 
tory, 1947 edition.) 
Senator McCarthy has received various citations, 
which speak for themselves.
